The y of the written 
law is quite ogee in adequate provision for the 
greater portion of the staple and ordinary concerns 
of civil life, which are not within the appropriate’ 
and ordinary scope of Federal legislation. The 
only other rules or guidance extended to guy’ 
Consular Courts are the common law and: the 
law of equity and admiralty. These are like-’ 
wise inadequate to the requirements and necessi- 
ties of Americans there, the exigencies of their 
business and the common pursuits of life, as, 
in alike manner, they would be found within the 
United States. In each of our States the comm 
law has been very largely modified and supple- 
mented by statute legislation in compliance with, 
liberal and progressive theories of law and goverti-~ 
ment, but in no degree has the law been hampered 
or supplemented by legislation for Americans in 
Japan, For us there is no statute of fraud ; ‘<2 
is no insolvency legislation for the benefit of Gither 
the failing debtor or his creditor; imprisonment 
for debt has not been abolished ; the disabilities of, 
married women at the common law have remained 
unaltered ; we have no statute of limitation, and 
none providing for conditional bill of sale or 
chattel saaceaee.

f THE NEW KEROSENE REGULATIONS. 


Impgriat NotiFicaTIon. | 

} It is hereby notified that Proclamations Nos. 40 and 50,. 
anent kerosene oil regulations, issued respectively in August 
and September of the }4th year of Meiji (1881) are revised 
as follows :— | 


Art. 1.—Keroseneoil will be divided into two classes ynamely : : 

(1) such oil as Will not tgnite at a temperature below 86 de- 

grees Fahrenheit and $0 degrees centigrade ; and (2) such 
oil as is inflammable below 30 degrees : both tests to be 

made on the “ confined” system. 

| Art, 2.—Only first-class oil must be used for lighting pur- 

poses: the second in medical treatment, or in preparing 

medicines of any kind, and for artistic, philosophic, and 

chemical experiments, 

Art. 8.—Dealers in kerosene oil are divided into four classes 
viz,, miners, manufacturers, wholesale merchants, and retailers, 
It is necessary for people in all of these classes to obtain the 
sanction of their local authorities to their business, Applica- 
tion must be made for special official approbation when one 
and the same person desires to combine two or more of the 
businesses. (Citizens of Tokiyo are required to apply for such 
permissions to the Board of Metropolitan Police.) | 
Art. 4.—The classification of kerosene will be conducted in 

such districts as the Home Minister may appoint, by officers. 
‘duly entrusted with the task of examining the oil. The sale 
of kerosene oil without a certificate of its having passed the 
test is strictly prohibited, (The sale of oil by miners to 
| refiners is not subject to this rule.) 

| Art.6.—The amount of duly certified kerosene oil that 
may be kept at one time in any dwelling-house must not 
exceed :—(1st class) 5 Aoku; (2nd) 6 to. The vessel contain- 
z the oil must be of incombustible and watertight material, 


Art. 6.—Dealers in oil which has not been officially tested, 
or is not subject to the above rules, must obtain the approval 
of the local authorities to the site and plan of their store- 
houses. Refiners must apply for instraction as to the method 
of building their factories, (Tokiyo citizens must apply to 
the Board of Metropolitan Police), 

Art. 7,—Oil of the second class must necessarily be sold 
direct to those who yequire it, Retailers are only permitted 
to deal in first lasfeil 

Art, 8.—In case of a sale of second class oil, it is necessary 
that the buyer furnish a document showing the amount re- 
quired, the purpose to which it is to be applied, the date of the 
transaction, and his own name and residence, Such docu- 
ments must be preserved for at least one year, while the sale of 
the oil must not be effected before sunrise or after sunset. | 

Art. 9.—When kerosene oil has to be transported | from 
one place to another, it must be marked “ kerosene oil,” and 
may not be stowed by roadside or landing place longer than 
is necessary for loading and unloading.

sion Act, and the Act directing the executive 
to return a portion of the Shimonoseki In- 
demnity, bear witness to the existence of 
that spirit. The execution of a secret treaty 
with Japan, unwisely surrendering to her 
the control of her tariff, and the retention 
here year after year, of a Minister who is 
regarded as little disposed to exert himself in 
opposition to Japanese encroachments, are 
evidences which point in the same direction. 

Then again the preposterous precipitancy 
of the American Cabinet in taking action with 
respect to Commodore Suure.p1’s objectionable 
treaty with Korea, is of a piece with what we 
have mentioned, because Japan having designs 
of her own in regard to Korea, and also a 
treaty with it, has exhibited a good deal of 
perturbation at the idea, which has within the 
past year gained weight from occurrences which 
have taken place, that the existence of 
Korea as an independent kingdom, is as much 
of a fiction as the kingship of the Loo Choos. 
The Japanese have made short work of the 
pretensions of the latter, just as the Chinese, 
if it suited them, would dispose of the 
sovereignty of the former so called kingdom. 
The Powers, so far from ratifying the recent 
Korean treaties, should insist upou the double- 
dealing policy of China with regard to Korea, 
being brought to an end, and should urge that 
to all intents and purposes, it forms part of the 
Chinese Empire. 

There certainly can be no national ad- 
vantage obtained by ratifying treaties which 
are almost, as has been declared by the 
Chambers of Commerce of Hongkong, Shang- 


Thai, and Yokohama, without any merit 
to recommend them: It would have been 
judicious on the part of the United States, to 
have abstained from action‘until such time as 


the Powers -had obliged China to abandon 
her shuffling line of dealing, and then either 
to insist upon the existing treaties of the 
Middle Kingdom being made equally applica- 
ble to Korea, or in default of that, the treaties, 
which under the direction of, and at the instiga-. 
tion of the wily Lr Hune Cana, have been 
tendered to foreign nations desirous of enter- 


Two pieces of legislation,—the Chinese Exclu- ' 


ing into relations with Korea, should be 
remodelled, and revised in almost every 
clause. As to the treaty with the United 
States, which has been ratified by the Senate, 
whilst retaining most of its objectionable pro- 
visions, that body, sitting in secret session 
took upon itself, we believe, to make 
some alterations, and the treaty. of which 
GeneraL Foors, the newly appointed U.S. 
Minister to Seoul, is the bearer, may not prove 
entirely acceptable to its original authors. 
Beyond the presentation of the document, 
it were hard to determine what the United 
States Government proposes to accomplisit by 
sending GENERAL Foors to Korea, for so longas 
such of the Powers which have got treaties hold 
aloof from ratifying them, it does not seem that 
the time is ripe, or the circumstances of the 
situation are such, as to call for the residence of 
a foreign Minister. As to Genrrat Foors, from 
the forlorn sort of way in which he has been sent 
out by his Go¥érnment, without interpreters, 
and himself without any practical knowledge of 
the peoples of the East, it is not to be wondered 


at, that by the aid of Mr. Bryenam, he should 
have dropped into the hands of the Japa- 
nese, Who of course are only too happy in 
furnishing Gznerat Foor: with interpreters, 
to have the opportunity of learning from 
them whatever passes between the U.S. 
Envoy, and the Korean authorities, and to 
act accordingly. Under’ these circum- 
stances, it is quite possible that Genera 
Foorz will be made use of unconsciously 
to himself, in furtherance of Japanese policy 
in Korea, and it is highly probable that the 
Government in Tokio will be kept much better 
informed of what passes, and its meaning, 
than that in Washington. 
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With reference to the Revision of the Treaties | | 
with: Japan we understand that Her Majesty’s. 
Government are desirous of getting the opinions of 
the other European Governments interested, and 
that representations on the subject have taken place. 
These refer to the matters that were under discus- 
sion in the Conferences at Tokio. As has been 
already stated, it is understood that the enhanced 
Tariff will be conceded on the basis that the addi- 
tional revenue shall be employed for the present in 
putting the paper currency in a more satisfactory 
condition. The Convention on Trade will, we be- 
lieve, be concluded between the two Governments 
directly, while such matters as extra-territoriality— 
/ which it is well understood that the Government do 
not intend to relinquish at present—H.M.’s Go- 
vernment will wait to have an expression of opinion.

No man, I am satisfied, was less an advocate of 
coercion than Lord Elgin, and it was not without a 
struggle that he could bring himself to approve 
resort to itin China or elsewhere.

The first of these grew, as Sir Thomas 
Wade states, out of the seizure of the lorcha Arrow 
at Canton in 1856. Sir Harry Parkes’was then act- 
ing Consul at Canton, and the whole case was in 
his hands from the first. All the demands on the 
Chinese authorities were made in his name; and 
although he was supported by the Minister, Sir John 
Bowring, it is important to recollect that Sir Harry 
Parkes was alone in direct communication with the 
Chinese authorities; that all the information sent 
down to Hong Kong, where the Minister resided, 
came through his hands; and that when the case 
was finally handed over to Admiral Seymour to exact 
redress, it was the Consul and not the Minister who 
issued the Proclamation notifying the course taken to 
the inhabitants of Canton. Sir Thomas Wade contends 
that the responsibility rests with Sir John Bowring, 
who directed and approved the steps taken. No doubt 
that is the view the Foreign Office would take of, 
the matter ; but this does not touch your contention 
that the Chinese, from ignorance, no doubt, of for- 
eign official regulations, have always attributed their 
As regards the 
war of 1860 it is quite true, as Sir Thomas Wade 
states, that Sir Harry Parkes was at Canton, two, 
thousand miles away, when Sir F. Bruce was repulsed ' 
at the mouth of the Peihoin 1859. He, however, |

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The critical state of the relations between France 
and China, which promises to affect, more or less 
directly, the interest of all foreigners, renders the 
appointment of so experienced a diplomatist as Sir 

arry Parkes to the post of Minister at Peking a. 
matter of general satisfaction. The retirement of 
Sir Thomas Wade, after having represented this 

_ country in China during nearly twenty years, with 
great distinction to himself and with marked ad- 
vantage to the cause of international harmony, 
naturally raised feelings of anxiety as to who could 
| worthily takes his place, and on the policy 
of friendship which has, fortunately, endured be- 
tween the two countries since the last war with 
China. The appointment of Sir Harry Parkes 
allays that anxiety, and removes the doubts as to 
| whether the right policy would be conducted with 
that intimate knew! of Chinese etiquette, and 
that unfailing tact and temper, which have charac- 
terised the diplomatic career of Sir Thomas Wade. 
The. policy cannot be dissociated from the man ; 
and it is impossible to say how far our satisfactory 
relations with the Celestials have been due to Sir 
Thomas Wade, rather than to the instructions issued 
by the Foreign Office. Certainly, on more than 
one occasion, nothing but Sir Thomas Wade’s 
urbanity and ‘timely firmness have averted a 
quarrel which, with less skillful treatment, would 
have resulted in war. The appointment of an 
inexperienced or self-confident man to this most 
difficult and exceptional post in our Diplomatic 
| Service would, at such an important conjuncture 
as the present, have been nothing less than a 
national calamity, for it is impossible to say how 
important may be the issues involved in pursuing 
the best possible policy with regard to China during 
a foreign complication. Such apprehensions can, 
fortunately, now be banished, as in the hands of 
' Sir Harry Parkes our diplomatic relations with the 
' Chinese will be conducted with the same intimate 
knowledge of their language and etiquette as has 
been the case under Sir Thomas Wade. It seldom 
happens that a country is so fortunate as to procure 
the consecutive services in the same post of two 
such highly-gifted and exceptionally experienced 
men as the Diplomatists who had the conduct of 
our relations with the two great nations of the Far 
East for the better portion of the period since our 
entry into Peking in 1860. If we add to these 
names that of Sir Rutherford Alcock, whose 
_ wide experience of China and Japan has enabled 
him to give sound advice and prudent guidance 
to those at home, we have mentioned the per- 
sons to whom satisfactory position of our affairs 
in China and Japan is mainly due. There is 
no way, of course, of estimating the subtle in- | 
i fluence and the wide effect produced on the.

our Diplomatic Service. If we regard the matter 
from its highest point of view, it will be seen that 
Sir Harry Parkes’ magnanimous forgetfulness of 
the past, and his admirable devotion to the call of 
duty, are singularly expressive of the inestimable 
improvement that taken place in our relations 
with China since he was made prisoner at Tung- 
chow. At that time China was in our eyes a 
barbarous country, with the most antiquated ideas,

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Corps Diplomatique, the foreign employés 
of the Government, and a few others. 

The Temple of Kaianji, where the funeral 
service was performed, lies at the Southern 
outskirts of Shinagawa. Like many other 
notable places in the environs of the metro- 
polis, it owes its fame to the beauty of its 
scenery, for the people are wont to say 
that nowhere else does ‘autumn’s fire 
burn ruddier along the woods,’ or “the 
dead leaves fall and melt” more tenderly. 
It is a quiet spot, with no architectural 
grandeur to recommend it, nor do the 
tombstones in its cemetery bear any name 
more illustrious than that of the man who | 
has just been laid among them. The pro- 
cession reached the Shrine a little before 
nine o'clock. With the exception of the 
carriages containing the lady mourners, 
all the vehicles were stopped at a con- 
siderable distance from the _ entrance, 
and their inmates dismounting, followed 
the bier on foot. On either side of the 
temple avenue there were erected large 
stalls draped with white, and in these the | 
principal offieials ranged themselves, the 
artillery meanwhile firing a salute. For 
the foreign visitors the neighbouring 
| Temple of Kaiunji had been set apart, and 
in an inn at the opposite side of the street 
similar preparations had been made for the 
‘accommodation of the Awasoku (nobles). 

The Temple of Kaianji itself is small, and 
could never have been destined by its | 
‘builders for such a ceremony as that of 
yesterday. Some confusion was caused by 
the difficulty of carrying the bier, with its 
lofty_roof, through the door of. the fane, | 
nor was the latter by any means large 
enough to accommodate the numerous as- 
semblage of Princes, Ministers, and Off- 
cials seeking admittance. The _ burial 
service was exceedingly simple. The 
officiating prelate, a member of the, Imperial 
family, standing before the bier, read two 
funeral orations, the first written by the 
EMPEROR himself, and the second composed 
bythepriests. Each person present, one by 
one in due order, then approached the bier, 
and making a last obeisance to the dead, 
deposited before it a branch of shzkimt. 
| It was pleasant to see that even the 
Foreign Representatives took part in this 
|performance, though at Mr. Oxkuso’s 
| obsequies they were prevented from doing 
so by some scruple with which not many 
will sympathise. This brought the service 
to a conclusion at a few.minutes before 
eleven, and the body was afterwards 
lowered into the grave in the presence of a 
select few. The sun, meanwhile, having 
dispelled the mists, shone brightly out over 
the woods and waters on which the gave 
6f the dead patriot looks down. 
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His Excellency, the deceased Iwakura, was a Son 
of Iwakura Tomoyoshi, Privy Councillor and 
Ukonye-no-Chiuzo of the senior third rank, and was 
born i# Kiyoto on the 15th September, in the 8th 
year of the epoch Bunsei (1825). In his fourteenth 
year—on the 28th October in the oth year of Tempo 
(1838)—he was raised to second junior fifth tank ; 
and was subsequently allowed to attend at the Im- 
perial Palace, after having performed the ceremony 
of Gembuku or shaving the forelock, on the 11th 
December of the same year. On the 14th of June 
of the r2th vear of Tempo (1841), he was promoted 
to the first junior fifth rank, and on the 18th of 
February of the 2nd year of Kokwa (1845), to the 
second senior fifth rank. On the 20th of March in the 
7th year of Kayei (1854), he was appointed Imperial 
Chamberlain, and was promoted to the 2nd junior 
fourth rank. On the 2nd of September of the 2nd 
year of Ansei (1856), he was admitted a member of 

the Waka club (aclub for the composition of Japanese 
poems), and on the 25th January of the ensuing 
year, was elected Chairman, a position which was 
‘held in the highest honour by the Court nobles, ‘as 


it could only to be occupied by one well versed in- 


poetic composition. [wakura possessed this talent ; 
and it was generally believed that his nomination 
'was also in great measure due to his natural 
ability and personal qualifications in other respects. 
On the 25th of January of the 4th year of Ansei 
| (1851), he was elevated to the first j junior fourth rank 
and appointed Imperial Chamberlain. He wasthen 
thirty-two years old. On the 29th of December 
of the ist year of Manyen (1860), he was appointed 
Ukonye-no-Gonshésho, and promoted to the 2nd 
senior fourth rank on the 5th of January of the 
ist year of Bunkiu (1861).- On the 16th of the same 
‘month, he proceeded to the Palace to express his 
gratitude for his promotion, and on the 15th May 
of the 2nd year (1862) of the same epoch he was 
nominated Ukonye-no-Gonchiujo. Honour upon 
honour was heaped upon him by these annual pro- 
| motions. On the 28th of July of the same year, he 
| was ordered, nominally on account of temporary 
illness, to discharge his duties in the Special 
Department with officers of similar rank. The 
real cause may be found in the following. In the 
5th years of Ansei (1858), Horita Bitchiu-no-Kami, 
Councillor of the Bakufu Government, arrived in 
_Ktyoto and petitioned the Emperor to decree the 
| opening of the ports to foreign commerce. Naka- 
yama Dainagon and other Court nobles, numbering 
more than eighty, who had achieved some notoriety 
by the expression of their opinions in favour of the 
expulsion of foreigners, forwarded a memorial to 
the Mikado, bearing all their signatures, beseeching 
him to decline the petition of the Dainagon. This 
was the origin of the discord between the Imperial, 
and the Bakufu officials. The management of 
political affairs was grievously impeded, to the 
| danger of any national tranquillity, A suggestion 
that a conciliatory course should be adopted was 
'mooted in the Imperial Cabinet. 

When the clamour for the expulsion of foreigners 
| ceased, and question was raised as to the advis- 
_ability of reconciling the Imperial and Bakufu 
| Governments, Mr. Iwakura, having carefully ob- 
served the general condition of the Empire, changed 
his views and determined not to advocate the cause 
of the ¥6i faction. He then devoted his energy to 

persuading the Emperor to send Kadsu no Miya to 


ixiys. or marriage with the Shogun, but this un- 


. 'prcedented measure having failed to induce the 


Shogun to enforce the policy of seclusion, some 
of the powerful clans which were fanatic advocates 
of the cause of the $467, began to complain of “the 
results as contrary to what was originally desired. 
Some of the Court nobles also made a similar 
complaint, which grew louder day by day. The 
Mikado became anxious about the final issue, and 
this eventually led to a serious disagreement be- 
tween himself and the nobles who recommended a 
reconciliation with the Shogun. On the goth Au- 
gust in the ensuing year Mr. I[wakura resigned the 
office of Chiunagon, and received a decree from the 
Mikado ordering him to confine himself to his house. 
This induced him to retire from the political arena 
and enter the priesthood. His Buddhist name was 
Yuzen—“ friendly mountain.” Yet the anger of 
the Emperor was not appeased, and he issued 
another decree on the 25th September prohibiting 
him from dwelling in Kiyoto. Mr. Iwakura, there- 
fore, removed to a ritstic villa in the hamlet named 
[wakura-mura, in the Rural Division of Atago, in the 
province of Yamashiro, and passed his days in strict 
seclusion. On the 13th of January in the 3rd 
year of Bunkiu (1863), he received an Imperial 
order desiring him to keep a strict watch over 
himself, so as not to offend the Mikado. Whilst he 
was thus confined to his house, Messrs. Kagawa, 
now Assistant Vice-Minister of the Imperial 
Household Department, and Ohashi, formerly a 
sixth-class officer in the Finance Department, 
secretly met in his house for the purpose of dis- 
cussing national affairs, and, subsequently, Okubo, 


‘Kido, Saigo, Sakamoto, and Ishikawa went to 


visit him for similar purposes. It was afterwatds 
known that the scheme of the Restoration was 
decided on at this time. On the 29th of March of 
the 3rd year of Keiwo (1867), he was permitted to 
visit Kiyoto, with the condition that he might 
only remain there for one night on each occasion, 
On the 8th of November of the same year, ani 
order was issued to the effect that he might 
return to Kiyoto at his pleasure. It was then 
that the national trouble was at its height. Finally 
lwakura was released from all confinment and 
restored to his position on the gth of December. 
He was subsequently appointed Councillor, and 
ordered to participate in the debates on the 
method of effecting the scheme of the Restoration. 
In February of the 1st year of Meiji (1867), he was 
appointed Vice-Minister of State, and, on the 17th 
of the same month, was nominated a Chief Com- 
missioner of Naval and Military accounts. Qn 
the 22nd he was promoted to the post of Ukonye- 
ng-suke and to the third junior rank. On the 21st 
April, he was released from his office, transferred 
tothe position of Councillor, and ordered to act as 
Minister of State. . 

On the 2oth of April he was released from these 
duties and ordered by special favour of the Mikado 
to wait upon him every day. On the 25th he was 
again ordered to act as Councillor and Minister of 
State on the ground that there was considerable 
pressure of business owing to the introduction of 
reforms. But as he had fallen sick through over- 
exertion and consequent irregularity of living, 
both of which the result of his enthusiastic 
participation in the management of politica. 
affairs, he declined to accept this appointment! 
The authorities, having approved his refusal, 
released him from the office of Minister, but 
requested him in urgent terms to discharge the 
functions of Councillor; and he was allowed to 
occupy the first seat in the Council, notice tothis 
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effect having been issued on the 17th of January in 


the 2nd year of Meiji (1868). On the 25th he was 
nominated Gon Dainagon and promoted to the se- 
condseniorrank. He was frequently urgedto acc 
the appointment of Commander-in-Chief, but-he 
declined ; and subsequently he was invested with the 
rank of Dainagon, . On the 11th, February of the 
same year he obtained leaveof absence for the benefit 
of his health, and proceeded to Osaka, but on 
the 14th he was unexpectedly ordered to return to 
the capital on special official business. On the 
17th of April, he received an Imperial- order to 
discharge the most, important portion of the func- 
tions of the Executive. On the 26th of September
